TWINKLING, white-haired English 
nanny, Mrs Florence Hazeldine, 
gave me the first personal, close- 
up report on how King Faisal and 
other members of Iraq’s royal family 
were shot down by the army rebels on 


the steps of the palace in Bagdad. 
The lurid horror of this assassination is: 
matched only by the slaughter of the Russian 


SUNDAY, July 13 last, was one of those 

happy, busy days which come in the life 
of a royal nanny. Everything was going just 
right. 

Nothing seemed further removed from the 
tragedy and terror we were to face next day. 

We were all looking forward to beginning a holiday 
trip to England. King Fuisal hud chartered o plane to 
take the party first to Istanbul and then to Europe. 

With him were golng my employcrs—32-year-old Princess 
Badia (King Falsal's aunt and sister of Crown Prince Abdul Ilah) 
und her husbond, Sherif Husscin, their three young sons, and my- 
colt.
